Introduction 


EXHILL is pleasantly situated on the fine stretch of East 

Sussex coast between Beachy Head and Eastbourne in the west 

and Fairlight Cliffs and Hastings in the east. It is just over 60 
miles from London and well served by main roads and two main 
railway lines—one electric. 


A municipal borough of over 26,000 population, Bexhill com- 
mands special attention as a residential and holiday centre for the 
family and those desirous of “‘ peace and quiet ” in congenial sur- 
roundings. Its charm lies principally in its natural amenities, but 
the town is distinguished by an active corporate and social life. In 
the entertainments arranged by the Corporation and many voluntary 
organisations, not only in summer but throughout the year—Bexhill 
is an “ all round ” resort—there is something to attract everybody. 


The town is renowned for its ‘‘ atmosphere,” an individuality 
which helps to give the visitor a sense of personal satisfaction in 
contrast to the feeling that he or she is “‘ just one of a crowd.” 


It is a compliment to Bexhill that so many foreign visitors 
come to learn the ‘‘ English way of life.” The town’s continental 
links are maintained by cultural and sporting societies. 


The natural situation of Bexhill makes it an admirable centre for 
enjoying in comfort the amenities of neighbouring seaside resorts 
and the beauties of the East Sussex countryside. 


HOW TO GET TO BEXHILL 


Sixty-five miles by main road and one hour and three-quarters’ 
journey by rail from London, Bexhill is easy of access from the 
metropolitan area. Motorists coming from London may take the 
main Hastings road as far as Battle, from where a pleasant and easy 
journey through the villages of Catsfield and Ninfield brings one 
directly into Bexhill town centre. 

Daily coach services are operated between the town and Victoria 
Coach Station, London, and the railway traveller may leave London 
from Victoria, Charing Cross, Waterloo, London Bridge and 
Cannon Street Stations. The Victoria electric line provides an hourly 
service via Lewes. Travellers on the Charing Cross line change at 
Crowhurst, whence there as a connecting train to Bexhill West 
Station. 

The excellent railway services have induced many London busi- 
ness-men to reside in Bexhill and there is a large number of season 
ticket holders between the town and the metropolis. 

Prospective holidaymakers from further afield, notably the Mid- 
lands and the North, may like to inquire about the through trains 
which run between those parts and Bexhill in the summer, avoiding 
the necessity for crossing London. Latest details of railway and 
coach fares will be found under the heading of ‘“* General 
Information.”

DEVELOPMENT OF THE TOWN 


Bexhill is almost entirely a modern town, yet its history goes 
back at least to Saxon times, for a charter preserved in Lambeth 
Palace library records that in 772 Offa granted land here for the 
endowment of a church. It goes without saying that the inhabitants 
of the tiny town set on the hill around the church were in the front 
line at the Norman invasion of 1066 and we cannot doubt that their 
hearts were as stout and their resistance as gallant as that which 
distinguished their far-off descendants in the Second World War 
nearly 900 years later. 

Indeed within the modern borough of Bexhill is Normans Bay, 
though the once great haven where the invaders disembarked is long 
silted up to form part of the rich Pevensey Level stretching from the 
west of the town up to the borders of Eastbourne. A few miles 
inland, near one of the Corporation’s modern pumping stations, is 
Standard Hill, where the Conqueror’s troops are reputed to have 
camped before the fateful battle. Needless to say, it is only a few 
miles further to the charming town of Battle, with its impressive 
ruins of the once-great abbey built to commemorate the Norman 
victory which changed the history of England. 

It is not surprising that at the time of the Conquest the old Saxon 
manor of Bixlea was laid waste, eventually being granted in King 
Stephen’s reign to the See of Chichester, and Bexhill remains in that 
diocese to this day. It was shortly after this grant that the ancient 
parish church of St. Peter was enlarged, and much of this late- 
Norman work has been preserved despite the alterations and reno- 
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vations of later years. St. Peter’s is a noble parish church of which 
the town is justly proud and it well repays a careful visit; not least 
to be admired is a remarkable modern mural painting adding dis- 
tinction to its ancient setting. 

Under the Tudor devastation of the great religious houses the 
Manor of Bexhill passed to the Crown, but in the reign of Elizabeth | 
Lord Buckhurst was “seized of the manor” and through him it 
passed to the Dorset family and to the present Lord of the Manor, 
the 9th Earl De La Warr. 

Town planning may seem a modern term, but it has been a 
guiding factor in Bexhill’s development for more than half a century. 
Many of the wide roads an@/avenues, both in the residential and 
business quarters, were laid out in the closing years of the 19th 
century and up to the Great War, and residents and visitors appreciate 
the foresight and care exercised in those days. 

How rapidly the town has grown may be realised from the fact 
that in the 1870’s its population was less than 2,000; it is now over 
26,000, and modern planning provides for a considerable increase, 
preparing for greater prosperity and the further development of the 
town’s amenities. In thus looking ahead Bexhill is fortunately 
placed. It is one of the few towns on this part of the coast with a 
large rural area within the borough boundaries. To the north and 
west there is ample room for building while still preserving the large 
open spaces which are one of the town’s most pleasing and valuable 
assets. Private building of a residential character is extensive and 
indicates the attraction of the town to many who wish to settle here 
and build the home—even if a little one—of their dreams. For 
those thus attracted there are many sites and properties in the 
market, giving a selection to suit any requirement.

From east to west there are five miles of coastline within the 
Bexhill borough boundary and every part of it is easily reached. At 
low tide there stretches along this whole distance a safe and glorious 
expanse of sand—a paradise for children—and no less pleasurable to 
their elders. The beach is clean and for two miles along the promenade 
may be reached without difficulty by the descent of, at the most, a 
few steps. Apart from the open waters, at the eastern end at ebb 
tide a low ridge of rocks—happy hunting ground indeed—shelters 
many shallow pools for the toddlers, while the seeker after marine 
life will find a variety of specimens. Needless to say, shrimping 
(nets may be hired) is a popular pastime. 

Bathing from the beach is safe and good, there are several well- 
equipped bathing stations, and bathing tents and chalets may be 
rented furnished or unfurnished. Every precaution is taken for the 
safety of bathers, but there are no irritating restrictions regarding 
costumes or hours. The wide stretch of shore ensures that there is 
ample room for all, and the town’s boast of “‘ Comfort not crowds ” 
is justified, even at the height of the season. Hawkers and pedlars

are not allowed on the beach or promenade, so that residents and 
visitors may enioy a rest by the sea without annoyance. 

The long promenade, level all the way, is pleasantly broken into 
distinctive sections, the East Parade, Marina, Channel View, the 
Central Parade and the West Parade, each part easily reached from 
almost all the town’s hotels and boarding houses, most of which are 
within a few hundred yards of the town centre. Along the East 
and West Parades there is ample room for car parking, fronting 
the sea, and no charge is made for this. 

The Marina is a focal point for many of the local omnibus services 
and here, also, is the office of Maidstone and District Motor Services. 
Parallel with the Sea Front from Marida as far as Cooden runs the 
trolley service of the Hastings Tramways Company, whose services 
will place the visitor within easy walking distance of South Cliff 
with its pleasant beach and sands lying beyond the West Parade. 

For those who would venture farther along the open shore, the 
Normans Bay halt on the electric railway line between the Central 
Station and Eastbourne may be useful. At the east end of the 
promenade is Galley Hill, a pleasant rise of cliffs commanding a 
fine view of the Channel, and a favourite picnic spot. It may be 
reached from East Parade or from Glyne Gap at the Bexhill-Hastings 
boundary, a point served by the several omnibus and trolleybus 
services between the two towns. 

Seven miles out at sea the Channel shipping passes on its never- 
ending way and toasea-faring nation a never-tiring sight. At night the 
flashing light of the Royal Sovereign lightship sends its guiding beam 
over the dark waters, every few seconds turning its light to the shore.

The pride of Bexhill is its famous De La Warr Pavilion, of unique 
design, and the first of its kind in the country. It is appropriately 
named after the family which holds the Lordship of the Manor. 
The Pavilion, opened in 1935 by his late Majesty King George VI 
when Duke of York, is owned and managed by the Corporation 
and in it are the Information Bureau and office of the Publicity and 
Entertainments Manager. 

The Pavilion is the focal point of the town’s social activities 
apart from having one of the finest provincial theatres, with neither 
pillars nor architectural obstructions interfering with the view from 
any one of the 1,200 comfortably-upholstered seats in the stalls or 
balcony. The stage is suitable for every kind of performance, 
musical or straight, for every variety of company, whether West 
End, touring or repertory, and for every type of stagecraft—classical, 
conventional, modern or experimental. The “‘ green rooms” and 
stage equipment and accommodation have been commended by 
world-famous artistes. The theatre is the home throughout the 
autumn, winter and spring of a popular and talented repertory 
company, whose high reputation extends far outside Bexhill, and 
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The De La Warr Pavilion Café 


during the summer season of a high-class and well-produced summer 
show (during these weeks the repertory plays may be enjoyed in the 
Egerton Park Theatre). Again, during the summer season, Sunday 
evening orchestral concerts are a popular attraction, and from time 
to time the visits of leading figures in the musical and theatrical 
world are arranged. 

The Pavilion terrace overlooking the sea is the pleasant setting for 
daily orchestral concerts in the season, while open-air old-time 
dances and “square” dances are also arranged, finding their 
enthusiasts among young and old. Modern dances are held in the 
East Wing on the first floor of the Pavilion, which also accommodates 
social gatherings, lectures and meetings of all kinds. 

Here, also, is a spacious lounge bar, giving access to a balcony 
looking directly on to the sea, a grandstand seat for the orchestral 
concerts and dances taking place on the wide terrace below. The 
delightful cafe, a rendezvous for morning coffee, afternoon tea or 
evening “snacks,” looks out on to the wide terrace, and when 
weather conditions allow wide glass screens may be drawn back to 
transform the setting into an open-air cafe in continental style. A 
sun roof extends over the whole East Wing of the Pavilion and allows 
a magnificent view of the coast from beyond Hastings in the east, 
along the whole sweep of Pevensey Bay and past Eastbourne to 
Beachy Head in the west. 

The excellent accommodation provided at the Pavilion has led to 
its increasing popularity for the smaller conferences. Full parti- 
culars of the facilities offered by the De La Warr Pavilion may be 
obtained from the Publicity Manager, who also operates at the 
Information Bureau an accommodation register organised in con- 
junction with the town’s Hotels Association to direct inquirers to 
whatever type of hotel, guest or boarding house they may desire. 
This facility is greatly appreciated by visitors unable to make 
accommodation arrangements in advance. 
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Parks é- Pleasure Grounds 


A few hundred yards from the centre of the town, and just behind 
the West Parade, is the beautiful Egerton Park, a pleasant, shady 
retreat with cool lawns, attractive flower beds, and facilities for 
games—tennis, bowls and a playground for children. Here also is 
the open-air swimming bath in which water polo matches and other 
aquatic events are staged. 

The Park Theatre is the summer setting for high-class repertory 
plays by a resident company, and in winter is used as an indoor 
bowling rink. A large part of the 13 acres of the park is devoted to 
shrubberies, walks and flower beds. Generous donors gave a 
charmingly-laid-out garden and shelter for the blind, where the 
lovely scents of carefully-chosen flowers and shrubs remind the 
afflicted that in this pleasant spot they have not been forgotten. 
This fine example set in Bexhill has been copied by many other towns. 
A fresh-water stream through the centre of the park provides a 
popular boating lake for children and a home for water fowl. A 
pool for model yachts is another feature, and there is also a band- 
stand. A Corporation park restaurant provides light refreshments. 

On the Egerton Road side of the park, with the main entrance oppo- 
site the Clock Tower on the West Parade is the Museum, maintained 
by the Bexhill Museum Association in conjunction with the Town 
Council. It contains a valuable and increasing collection of general and 
educational interest, appreciated by residents and visitors, and classes 
from schools and other organised parties often make use of the 
Museum’s facilities.

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Across Brockley Road, which borders the western side of the 
park is the 12-acre sports ground known as Polegrove. Here there 
are soccer and rugby pitches in winter and a fine cricket table in 
summer. The Polegrove is also the setting for athletic contests, the 
annual Whit-Monday Horse Show (one of the town’s oldest 
established events and which attracts entries from a wide area of 
Sussex), the Bexhill Summer Carnival, the summer show of the local 
Horticultural Society and other functions. The three magnificent 
Cumberland turf bowling greens, which win the praise of many visit- 
ing expert bowlers, are, however, the pride of the Polegrove. Here 
the Open Tournament is held in August Bank Holiday Week, an 
event attracting more than 200 competitors from all parts of England. 
Adjoining is a pleasant cafe outside which teas may be enjoyed ona 
sheltered terrace overlooking the greens. 

Near Polegrove is the beautiful stretch of Collington Woods, 12 
acres of which are preserved in their natural state. 

Perhaps most splendid of all Bexhill’s open spaces is the Down, no 
less than 45 acres, on the wide southern slope of the high ground to- 
wards the north of the town. Less than 10 minutes’ walk from the Town 
Hall, it is also easily reached by several omnibus services. Coloured 
in season by golden gorse and purple heather, commanding a fine view 
over the town and far out to sea, the Down is a delight for all seeking 
a quiet stroll in country conditions yet almost in the centre of growing 
Bexhill. It is encircled by a tree-bordered riding track, is a favourite 
retreat for picnic parties, and ina pleasant natural “ bowl”’ is a cricket 
ground where matches may be enjoyed in village-like surroundings. 
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THE RESIDENTIAL TOWN 


The large number of people who choose Bexhill as their home in 
retirement, or because the nature or place of their vocation allows 
them to do so, gives the best recommendation to the town as a resi- 
dential resort. It is one of the few within easy reach of London 
where properties may be obtained within a mile and a half of the 
sea and, at the same time, in semi-rural surroundings; little wonder 
that Bexhill should be one of the most rapidly growing towns on the 
south coast. 

Yet this development is being carried out without detriment to the 
character of Bexhill, whose growth as a residential centre is care- 
fully provided for in the East Sussex Development Plan. Princi- 
pally to the north and west the town sees an extension of private 
building development which preserves as far as possible the semi- 
rural charm of these localities. 


All parts of the town are well served by omnibus or trolley bus 
routes and theatre patrons are catered for by special late night 
services. Such convenient town amenities, combined with the 
proximity of country and sea, make Bexhill indeed a desirable place 
of residence, while sportsmen will be quick to note the facilities it 
offers. Many now resident first came as visitors and decided to 
make Bexhill their home after receiving a friendly welcome on the 
local bowling greens or golf courses. 

Although within the borough boundary the residential suburbs 
of Cooden and Little Common retain their distinctive characters 
and form a select part of the town favoured by those who seek a 
high-class locality within easy reach of the town centre. The fine 
private houses and well-spaced private schools in this area make it 
one of the most desirable residential districts on the south coast, 
while nearby famous Cooden Beach Golf Club, with its excellent 
sporting and social amenities, is an attraction to many.

THE SHOPPING CENTRE 


The main shopping centre of the town comprises the area of Devon- 
shire Road, St. Leonards Road, Sea Road, Sackville Road, Western 
Road and London Road, with their adjoining thoroughfares. These 
wide and pleasant streets, giving ample room for pedestrians and 
road users, form a shopping and business centre which is an asset to 
the town and the facilities of which are quickly appreciated by 
visitors. ? 

Both the many private and multiple stores offer the widest range 
of goods, and visitors and newcomers frequently remark upon the 
courtesy and high standard of service. Few resorts can provide 
more agreeable and spacious shopping areas where there is room 
to walk in comfort and receive service and attention with the mini- 
mum of inconvenience. Within this area are many attractive cafés 
where morning coffee, lunches or afternoon teas may be obtained 
in distinctive surroundings. 

Bexhill’s rapidly-growing residential suburb of Little Common 
on the western side of the town, Sidley (to the north) and the 
picturesque Old Town on the hill around the parish church also 
have their individual shopping centres for those residing or on holi- 
day in those areas. The highest standard of service to the public is 
the aim of the active Chamber of Commerce, whose membership 
includes leading professional and businessmen of the town.

Cntertainment 


A wide range of good-class entertainment characterises Bexhill, 
not only in summer, but throughout the year, and the Corporation 
is always alert to promote events of special interest. Such an 
occasion was the jubilee Veteran Car Club Rally in 1954, when 
nearly 100 splendidly-kept motor-cars, some dating back to the 
1890’s, competed in speed trials on the Sea Front to commemorate 
the historic motor races held over the same track in 1904. 


The Town Council co-operates whole-heartedly with voluntary 
organisations of all kinds wishing to promote attractions for resi- 
dents and visitors. The Whit-Monday Horse Show and the annual 
Summer Carnival may be given as outstanding examples. 


Reference to the theatrical and musical performances which 
enrich the town’s social life has already been made in the section 
devoted to the De La Warr Pavilion, but it should be mentioned 
that there also are staged high-class amateur shows, including the 
Light Opera and Dramatic Society’s productions, the Amateur 
Theatrical Society’s plays, and performances by several of the 
independent and state schools. Besides these many other local 
societies stage pleasing performances in various halls from time to 
time. Bank Holiday Sundays frequently see the engagement of 
world-famous concert artistes and orchestras at the De La Warr 
Pavilion, where, in the summer season a resident orchestra provides 
afternoon and evening programmes with a Sunday evening concert 
of wide appeal. 


There are two cinemas in the town—the Playhouse in Western 
Road and the Ritz in Buckhurst Road. The showing of many 
** pre-release ’”’ films is a feature of their programmes and, in the 
season especially, many important films may be seen in Bexhill 
before they are available elsewhere.

AND. YOUNG PEOPLE 


A resort which does not make provision for its goung visitors 
must be sadly limited in appeal, but Bexhill has no qualms on this 
score. Its natural advantages on the seashore have been described 
and may be thought sufficient in themselves for mother and father to 
decide that it shall be “* Bexhill this year ’’—and if it has been Bexhill 
once, then it.is very likely to be “ Let’s go to Bexhill again.” But 
even the beach will pall sometimes, and there must be a high tide. 
What then? In Egerton Park there is a specially equipped children’s 
section with swings, a mat slide, joy wheel and rocking horses, 
with, nearby, a model boat pond and a children’s boating lake with 
safe paddle boats. At the open-air swimming bath (in the Park) 
swimming lessons are given and every help offered the young 
enthusiast to become proficient. 

“‘ Uncle Jack ” is a popular entertainer at the De La Warr Pavilion; 
children’s sports are held each Wednesday afternoon in the season 
at Egerton Park, arranged by the Corporation, and there are also 
physical culture classes under a qualified instructress. 

Young people of more mature years will enjoy the old-time and 
square dances and modern dances held weekly at the De La Warr 
Pavilion, while further dances are arranged by hotels and other 
organisations. 

One of the best recommendations for Bexhill as a resort for 
young people is the choice of the town by a number of well-known

private educational organisa- 
tions for their schools. As a 
residential locality which es- 
capes noise and crowds, and 
enjoys a bracing airand abun- 
dant sunshine, Bexhill pro- 
vides ideal conditions for the 
physical development and 
education of young people. 
Most of the large private 
schools (a comprehensive 
list of which may be ob- 
: tained from the Information 
nal Bureau at the De La Warr 
Prawning among the rocks at lowtide Pavilion) were built specially 
for the purpose they serve 
and stand on high ground 
overlooking sea and country. They have modern equipment and, in 
most cases, large playing fields. 

Bexhill’s climate is particularly suited to delicate children and the 
low infantile mortality rate and records of convalescent homes in 
the town show the health-giving properties of Bexhill air and sun- 
shine. 

The town is also fortunate in the possession of fine modern build- 
ings, in Turkey Road, for the boys’ and girls’ grammar schools, 
where the number of academic successes proves the competence of 
the instruction. On the Down are the secondary modern and 
technical schools—splendid modern buildings to which come pupils 
from a wide area of East Sussex. Those parents who prefer a church 
school for their young children will find that Bexhill is unusually 
well provided for in this way. 
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Cultural and Club Life 


It has been well said that Bexhill is fortunate in having among its 
citizens so many who are not only willing, but able, and the result of 
their enterprise and devotion is the exceptionally large number of 
flourishing social organisations of all kinds. ew towns can be 
ticher in these aspects of life. One of the happiest consequences of 
all this activity is that Bexhill is by no means merely a summer resort; 
the many events which take place during the winter months, as well 
as in the season, ensure a “ full life’ for all those who care to 
participate. 

For the club man the New Club on the Central Parade offers a 
cosy example; the Conservative Club in Amherst Road has roomy 
and comfortable premises, and temporary members are admitted ; 
Cooden Beach Country Club adjoining the celebrated golf links is an 
attractive social centre with a dance room, card room, and pavilion 
for golf and tennis players with a lounge and verandah where teas 
are served. The Rotary Club meets every Tuesday at the Granville 
Hotel in summer and fortnightly during the remainder of the year 
and visiting Rotarians are frequently the guests of local members. 
The British Legion Club has premises in London Road and the 
Sidley Working Men’s Club is on Hollier’s Hill. The Amateur 
Athletic Club provides social as well as athletic activity and the 
headquarters in Little Common Road are one of the finest of their 
type on the South Coast. There are three lodges of Freemasons: 
Hadrian 2483, Bexhill 4898, and Royal Sovereign Light 6630. 

With a membership of a thousand the Association of Bexhill 
Citizens is a fine example of civic consciousness and its many

activities are a real service to the town. The Bexhill Lecture Society 
has been an active force for many years and its winter series of 
lectures by eminent speakers attracts crowded audiences to the large 
hall of the De La Warr Pavilion. The National Council of Women 
has a flourishing branch, and the districts of Old Town, Sidley and 
Little Common have active Community Associations. It will be 
seen that a very high level of cultural life distinguishes the town. 

The public library in Western Road, containing some 24,000 
volumes, is a branch of the East Sussex County Library and its 
modern building and facilities are their pride. The open access sys- 
tem is used. The stock of books is regularly replenished through the 
County Library stocks and also through the National Central Library. 
The Library serves nearby villages as well as the town of Bexhill. 

For those interested in the amateur stage the active local operatic 
and dramatic societies welcome new members, while more serious 
music finds expression through the strong Choral Society, whose 
performances of sacred and secular works are widely appreciated. 


RELIGIOUS LIFE 


Bexhill is well known for the active strength of its organised 
religious life. There are seven Church of England places of worship, 
three Roman Catholic churches, all well spaced to serve their various 
parishes and communities, and all the principal Nonconformist 
denominations have their chapels. All are noted for the attendance 
of large congregations and the flourishing organisations associated 
with them, especially those catering for young people. 

This aspect of Bexhill life will meet with the sincere approbation 
of many to whom it will indicate that here is a town where respect 
for Christian living retains that strength which gives the best 
character. 
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Sports and Pastimes 


Asa centre for sport, Bexhill offers a wide list of attractions, all avai’able 
under excellent conditions. The principal ones are listed below, and up- 
to-date details of sporting events are published regularly in the local Press. 


ANGLING. Anglers and fishermen will find at Bexhill a variety of sport 
to suit most tastes. Sheltered between Beachy Head and Dungeness, 
Bexhill affords facilities for sea angling with a varied choice of grounds: 
Shallow ledges, clay beds, mussel beds, sand beds and * rough,” all 
easily accessible by rowing boat. Good sport may also be enjoyed from 
the beach and the shore is considered one of the best for bass fishing. 
Fresh-water fishing may be had at Pevensey Sluice and the River Rother, 
as well as at ponds and reservoirs in the neighbourhood. Visiting anglers 
will receive helpful advice from the agents of the Bexhill and District 
Angling Club, Alleyn’s Stores, Marina. 


WILDFOWLING. Situated in an area where many wildfowl are to be 
found—chief among them mallard, widgeon and teal—Bexhill is the 
headquarters of the East Sussex Gun Club and Wildfowlers’ Association. 
The Club operates mainly along the foreshore from Newhaven to the 
Kent borders, and lays particular stress on the observation of the birds 
in their natural haunts. Chairman and hon. secretary is Captain 
Norman D. Shaw, of 3 The Broadwalk, Little Common, and visiting 
wildfowlers who are members of clubs affiliated to the National Associ- 
ation, are assured of a warm welcome. 


ATHLETICS. The Amateur Athletic Club’s Sports Centre in Little 
Common Road, completed just before the outbreak of war, houses a 
sporting organisation which, for a town of Bexhill’s size, can have few 
equals. Here the athlete can find training facilities and the athletic section 
competes in meetings all over the south of England. The club has a 
particular interest in road running, staging a 15-mile open relay in Decem- 
ber, which draws a notable entry. The running track is in Polegrove, 
where training takes place every Tuesday and Thursday in the summer. 


BADMINTON. St. Stephen’s Church Hall, on the north side of the 
Down is the headquarters of badminton in Bexhill. Two clubs use the 
hall, the Bexhill Badminton Club and the Osborne Club, playing on three 
days a week throughout the season. Both clubs welcome visitors. 


LAWN TENNIS. Grass and hard courts in Egerton Park, hard courts 
at Sidley and Little Common Recreation grounds, plus those at Cooden 
Country Club, Bexhill Country Club and the Chantry Club, which 
welcome visitors, provide plenty of scope for tennis enthusiasts. 


SQUASH. Squash in Bexhill is centred on the Bexhill Country Club, 
Cantelupe Road, and the Cooden Country Club, Clavering Walk, Cooden. 
Both clubs have excellent courts, up to county standard, and first-class 
changing and social facilities, all of which are open to visitors. The clubs 
each run men’s and women’s teams in the Sussex County Squash League. 


TABLE TENNIS. Probably in no other sport in the town is the standard 
so high as in table tennis. Three of the junior products from Bexhill 
were in the Sussex team which won the national championship last season. 
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There is a flourishing local league and many clubs also play in the Hastings 
and District League, having supplied more championship winners than 
any other winner since the war. Visiting enthusiasts will find two good 
tables open all day at the Church Army Centre in Station Road (head- 
quarters of the Bexhillians Club), and they are also welcomed at the 
Albatross (R.A.F.A.) Club, Bedford Avenue, and the Amateur Athletic 
Club Sports Centre in Little Common Road. 


BOWLS. Bexhill is one of the principal homes of bowls in the south of 
England. Its August Bank Holiday Week Tournament in Polegrove, 
where there are three Cumberland turf greens, attracts entries from all 
over England and many international players are well-known competitors. 
Invariably remarked upon is the happy and friendly atmosphere of the 
tournament, which is also a social occasion for competitors, wives and 
friends. The Corporation also has a grass green in Egerton Park, and 
there is another at Sidley recreation ground. Bexhill is one of the few 
south coast resorts to have winter bowls facilities, provided in the Egerton 
Park pavilion and at Gulliver’s Club in Knole Road. The season is an 
active one, with matches and competitions, and enthusiasts of the game will 
find that they will be able to “‘ keep their hand in” all the year round. 
Gulliver’s also has two fine Cumberland turf greens, the setting for many 
attractive matches. 


BRIDGE. Bexhill is well catered for in facil ties for bridge players. Apart 
from games which may be enjoyed at the social and sporting clubs, there is 
the Clifford Bridge Club, Rotherfield Avenue (Monday, Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Friday—partnerships; Saturday—non-partnerships), and the Bras- 
sey Bridge Club, Sea Road (Monday and Friday afternoons—partnerships). 


CHESS. The Chess Club has its headquarters at the Merrythought Cafe 
in Western Road, where visitors are welcomed and may be assured, if 
they seek it, of a high standard of play. Matches are played with neigh- 
bouring clubs. The world-famous Hastings Chess Club is, of course, 
within easy travelling distance for devotees of the game.

CRICKET. East Sussex is noted for its high-class club cricket and week- 
end (Sundays included) and mid-week matches in the town provide 
attractive afternoon entertainment. The Bexhill Town Club headquarters 
are in Polegrove; Gulliver’s sports field is the home of the Sidley Club 
(reached by several of the town omnibus routes) and matches are also 
played on Bexhill Down. The Sussex County Club have weeks at East- 
bourne and Hastings and at the latter place the Festival in the late season 
is a Mecca for south of England enthusiasts. 


FOOTBALL. Polegrove is the headquarters of local soccer, with Sussex 
County League and other competition matches, and also of the Hastings 
and Bexhill Rugby Club, whose club games are of a high standard, while 
matches against continental sides are also arranged. Brighton provide 


the nearest English League side (there are cheap railway facilities for home 
matches) and Hastings field a Southern League team. 


GOLF. Golfers will need no introduction to Bexhill. The Cooden 
Beach and Highwoods courses are known—and respected—far and wide. 
Those intent on a golfing holiday should request details of these clubs and 
the courses direct, but the general reader and visitor will appreciate.some 
information about them. The Cooden Beach course was constructed by 
the late Earl De La Warr—a noted benefactor of the town—and was 
opened in 1912. The scene of many championships and exhibition games, 
it has formed the nucleus of a growing Bexhill suburb, the social and 
sporting life of which is centred in the course. Main-line trains stop at 
Cooden Beach, which is near the club-house, and there is also a good bus 
service from Bexhill. In addition to the links there is a fine putting course 
of 18 holes, extending over four acres. A commodious dormy house is 
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nearby. Equally delightful, but in a completely contrasting setting, is 
the New Highwoods Golf Club, on the north and west boundaries of the 
town. It is easily reached by town bus services. The course occupies a 
stretch of boldly undulating country, rich in natural features and pro- 
viding a series of spectacular and testing holes. The highest points 
command a glorious view of Pevensey Bay. The nearby Country Club 
offers accommodation facilities. The club houses at Cooden Beach and 
at Highwoods are social centres appreciated by golfers and their friends.

HOCKEY. Bexhill supplies players, both men and women, to the South 
Saxons Hockey Club, one of the best-known southern clubs, whose games 
are played at Bulverhythe, Filsham Road, St. Leonards, mid-way between 
Hastings and Bexhill. The club welcomes inquiries from these interested. 


HUNTING. Bexhill is on the borders of an extensive hunting country 
in which good sport may be found. The East Sussex Hunt and the 
Pevensey Marsh Beagles are kennelled in the neighbourhood, 


RIDING. An extensive riding track is provided on the Down and the 
surrounding country is ideal for long or short rides. There are several 
well-appointed stables. : 


ROWING. Sea rowing as practised by the Bexhill Rowing Club (head- 
quarters: the Central Parade) may seem a little strange to thos2 accus- 
tomed only to river rowing. Apart from the difference in style, the sea 
“* shells °° themselves have a much higher freeboard, and the oarsmen 
have to wade out to sea until their craft are afloat and then jump in 
simultaneously, a difficult technique requiring much practice. The Bexhill 
club is one of twelve along the Sussex, Kent and Hampshire coasts 
making up the Coast Amateur Rowing Association, which has champion- 
ship races at regattas in all the member towns and the Bexhill Regatta— 
usually held in July or August—is one of the highlights of the summer 
sporting season. The rowing races are over a distance of two miles, the 
crews having to make two turns round marker dans, one at each end of the 
course. Their skill in turning often comes as a revelation to river enthu- 
siasts used to a straight course. 


SAILING. Although one of the youngest of Bexhill’s sporting clubs— 
it was formed just after the war—the Sailing Club is among the most

enthusiastic, with a membership of close on 200 and more than 30 boats, 
among which Merlins, Fireflies, and National 12-footers predominate. 
The club have headquarters in Channel View, opposite the war memorial, 
where many of the boats are beached. The headquarters is a favourite 
rendezvous for visiting yachting enthusiasts and the club has a temporary 
membership scheme for them. 


SWIMMING. Excellent sea bathing may normally be enjoyed without 
restriction. On the rare occasions when conditions are unsuitable ‘‘ No 
Bathing ” pennants are hoisted on the East and West Parades. Sea 
bathers are catered for by privately-owned bathing stations, and of course 
macintosh bathing from nearby hotels and boarding houses is popular. 
The Corporation Swimming Bath is in Egerton Park, and is the head- 
quarters of the old-established Bexhill Swimming Club. Swimming 
lessons are given to young people and the bath is also the venue of water 
polo matches and aquatic displays. 


WALKING. The cynics will ask: ‘‘ Is walking a sport?” Well, it is to 
a great many people, and especially in such pleasant surroundings as may 
be enjoyed at Bexhill, both within the borough boundaries and in the 
countryside around. It is delightful walking country, where it is easy to 
get off the beaten track within a short distance of almost any bus route. 
The Ordnance Survey maps indicate many footpaths through rolling and 
wooded country, and although a few of these have become inevitable 
casualties, many remain to take one far from the ‘‘ madding crowd’s 
ignoble strife.” Much of the way to ancient Battle may be walked along 
quiet footpaths, and equally delightful byways branch out to other rural 
centres of the Sussex countryside. 
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In the Neighbourhood 


BEXHILL offers a unique attraction for those who, while enjoying a quiet 
holiday, wish for an occasional excursion either to larger resorts, to places 
of historic interest in which East Sussex abounds, or merely a tour of the 


countryside. 


Hastings, five miles to the east, and Eastbourne, 12 miles 


to the west across Pevensey Level, are easy journeys by bus or train, and 
there are frequent services to both places. Brighton and Lewes are also 


Beachy Head, one of the great bastions of 
the South Coast, is easily reached by bus 
(Southdown 15 or 99) or by train to East- 
bourne, and then by local services from the 
sea front either to the top or foot of the 
cliffs. 


within easy reach as day or half- 
day excursions, as, on the eastern 
borders of the county are the 
ancient Cinque Ports towns of 
Rye and Winchelsea. Here one, 
indeed, steps back into the past; 
for in these now tiny towns, each 
on its hill, seems to be enshrined 
something of the whole history 
of England. Pevensey, between 
Bexhill and Eastbourne, has the 
ruins of a great castle which 
dates back to Roman times and 
there is an ancient Mint House. 
The picturesque ruins of Bodiam 
Castle stand in a_ water-lilied

lake; the massive Barbican gate of Lewes is 
a familiar picture. And then Battle, where 
from the Abbey terrace one may survey the 
famous battlefield on which William the Con- 
queror won the crown of England and the 
heroism of Harold’s defeated Saxons thrilled 
the immortal Hereward, the last champion of 
their ancient liberties. It is little wonder that 
the sense of history is with us as we traverse 
this now lovely countryside. Yet it is well to 
remember also, as some specimen of old Sussex 
ironwork is seen, that here in olden times the 
charcoal burners flourished, and that this was 
the centre of the armouries of England. 

To all these and many other places the coach 
services of the Maidstone and District and 
Southdown companies provide comfortable and 
frequent journeys, while the excursion facilities 
and the holiday “run-about” tickets of British 
Railways should not be forgotten. In the 
summer season there are many whole-day, 
afternoon and evening excursions to places of 
interest and these provide the maximum of 
sightseeing at very reasonable cost. 


h can thus be visited conveniently are Alfriston and 
Arundel Castle, Battle, Bodiam, Brighton, Canter- 
e, the “ Hop Country,” Margate, the Rother 
Downs, Winchelsea and Worthing. Seats for 
d other places of interest may be booked at the 


offices of Maidstone and District Motor Services, Marina, where handbills 
giving full details of service and excursion facilities are always available. 
Tours are also organised to race meetings—Goodwood (motor racing 
and horse racing), Lewes, Plumpton—and to other special events.
